Student athlete nominated 
for national award

Rochelle Low, UVic’s 1993 
Outstanding Athlete of the Year 
and a member of the Vikes 
women’s field hockey team, has 
been nominated as the Canada 
West Universities Athletic 
Association (CWUAA) repre¬ 
sentative for the Howard Mackie 
Award. This award honours the 
Canadian Athletic Foundation 
and the Canadian Interuniversity 
Athletic Union (CIAU) out¬ 
standing male and female 
athletes of the year. The award 
winners, who will each receive a 
trophy and a $5,000 scholarship 
to attend a Canadian graduate 
school, will be announced on 
June 9 in Calgary during a one- 
hour live nationally-televised 
special on TSN. 

Bom in Vancouver, but raised 
on Vancouver Island, Low was a 
natural athlete as a child. In the 
absence of any girls’ soccer 
teams, at age eight she joined a 
boys team coached by her father, 
newspaper reporter Max Low, 
who soon found himself writing 
about his daughter’s achieve¬ 
ments for the Victoria Times - 
Colonist. 

At junior high school, Low 
added basketball and track and 
field to her athletic repertoire. In 
each of her two years at Mt. 
Doug Senior Secondary she was 
named female athlete of the 
year. She was selected as a 
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provincial high school basketball 
all-star, but, when she came to 
UVic in 1987, she chose field 
hockey over the basketball court. 

Throughout her five years as 
a member of the Vikes, Low was 
an outstanding athlete and 
student. She graduates this 
month with a BSc (Honours) in 
human performance and hopes 
to attend veterinary college in 
the fall. Low played a critical 
role in leading the Vikes to five 
Canada West championships and 
three CIAU titles while playing 
two different positions, midfield 
and forward. 

This past year, Low was 
named 1992-93 Canada West 
player of the year and 1992-93 
CIAU player of the year for her 
sport, following numerous 
Canada West and CIAU player 
of the week awards. She was 
also selected to the 1992-93 
CWUAA and CIAU first all-star 
teams as well as the CIAU 
National Championship Tourna¬ 
ment all-star team. 

Low represented Canada 
internationally at the 1992 
Barcelona Olympic Games, the 
1991 Pan American Games, the 
1991 World Student Games, the 
1990 World Cup and the 1989 
Junior World Cup. Recently, she 
was awarded the Hibbert Trophy 
for the most valuable player in 
the Vancouver Island Ladies 
Field Hockey Association. Low, 
who is currently training with 
the Canadian national team in 
Durban, South Africa, hopes to 
make another Olympic appear¬ 
ance representing Canada in the 
1996 Games in Atlanta, Georgia.

Re: Gender issues at UVic 


From what has appeared recently in the media, many 
individuals will doubtless gain the impression that, at 
UVic, gender-based conflict is rampant, and aca¬ 
demic units are being thrown into turmoil. 

We are writing to emphasize the falsity of such a hasty 
generalization. There is clearly a very difficult prob¬ 
lem in the Political Science Department. Yet, even at 
its worst, their war of words is addressing some 
fundamental, important issues in a vital area germane 
to their discipline. Conflict is not entirely negative; it 
can be a generative force in academic life. In any 
case, their problems are unique to them, and we 
should not as outsiders presume to take sides, particu¬ 
larly if all the evidence is not to hand. 

Nor should we generalize their problems to women’s 
and men’s status on the rest of the campus. The issues 
of real or perceived barriers to women’s and men’s 
appointments and career progress on this campus can 
best be dealt with in particular, that is, by careful 
study and rational consideration of the results. In this 
effort, we already have the support of the senior 


administration and many other resources, such as the 
Equity Office, the Sexual Harassment Policy and 
Procedures, and departmental Equity Plans. Without 
minimizing the problems or exaggerating our progress, 
we can still look back at where we were, recognize 
that improvements have been made, and be inspired 
to continue to pursue true equal opportunity for both 
women and men. 

In working on these problems, it is vitally important 
that all parties feel free to express their individual 
opinions. Men must not be silenced or excluded from 
contributing because they are male, and women must 
not be silenced by fear of those in authority or by peer 
pressure. 

We believe that we are writing to the converted and 
that the vast majority of colleagues see each other as 
individuals rather than as stereotypes and welcome 
creative solutions to the difficult issues of men’s and 
women’s status. To those who feel that general debate 
is needed, we urge you to focus on constructive 
suggestions in open fora and in a spirit of collegiality. 


Where are the principles of natural justice? 


Dear Editor, 

I was pleased by the constructive response of the 
Faculty Women’s Caucus Steering Committee to 
recent events in the Department of Political Science 
(Letters, May 7, 1993). It would be a good idea to 
have a campus-wide committee “to suggest specific 
ways that a more supportive and sympathetic work¬ 
ing environment for women on this campus can be 
achieved.” 

However, I was troubled to learn from my Monday 
magazine (May 13, 1993) that this same group had 


tried and convicted me and my colleagues in absentia. 
It would have been even nicer to have had a chance 
to respond. 

Are the principles of natural justice so difficult to 
follow in these matters? If so, we are in big trouble.

faculty be allowed to protect their reputations 
against unwarranted personal attacks; i.e. a request 
that everyone respect the principle of due process 
whereby there is a presumption of innocence, and a 
judgement of guilt is not allowed to rest on entirely 
unsubstantiated claims by anonymous accusers. 


For the record, it should be noted that our letter to 
Dr. Brodribb was a response to the unauthorized 
distribution of an internal report which had 
defamed the entire department and jeopardized 
sincere efforts to make the department more 
hospitable to all of its students. 

In the face of the widespread propagation of very 
serious and unsubstantiated allegations across the 
campus and the country, the male faculty simply 
asked Dr. Brodribb to provide evidence to the 
Harassment Office or Professor Marilyn Callahan 
or to withdraw such allegations.

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New reserve room offers longer hours, shorter line-ups

The library has moved and 
improved its reserve reading 
room, offering longer hours, 


shorter line-ups, and overall 
improved service for students 
and faculty members. 

The new reserve room 


officially opened on Monday 
May 17 with a ribbon cutting 
ceremony. But it was no ordi¬ 
nary ribbon—it was made of 


several library feedback forms, 
which all had complaints and 
comments about the old reserve 
reading room. 

Joan Sandilands, Director of 
Public Services at the library, 
receives these forms and says 
that the major complaints about 
the old reading room were that 
the line-ups were too long and 
that the hours were too limited. 
Another problem with the old 
reading room was that it wasn’t 
located in a very visible area. 

“I came here two years ago 
and, within minutes of walking 
in the door, it made sense to me 
to move the reserve materials to 
a more visible location,” 
Sandilands says. 

The new reserve room is 
located on the main floor, next to 
the loan desk where the social 
area and newspapers used to be. 

The room will also be self- 
serve so that users can help 
themselves to readings or ask for 
assistance if they need it. 
Photocopy machines will be 
installed in the room so that 


students can make copies of 
their required readings without 
signing them out. 

“This will make better use of 
the staff’s time so that, instead 
of spending most of their time 
fetching, carrying, and signing 
materials out all day, they will 
be able to devote more time to 
organizing faculty members’ 
reserve requests,” Sandilands 
says. 

The hours of the reserve 
reading room have expanded so 
that a user can use the room 
during all library hours. 

“Since material will be signed 
out at the loan desk within the 
reading room, there will be more 
that just a few people who can 
help with reserve questions and 
problems,” says Sandilands. 

A security gate has been 
installed so that reserve material 
that has not been signed out will 
not go missing. 

Sandilands credits Jessie 
Kurtz, Head of Access Services, 
for organizing and implementing 
the move. 


Honours economics grad charts new course in law school 


Thesis investigates contributions of spouse towards education in divorce settlements

It’s been smooth sailing for this 

mature student who quit his 


previous marine jobs to begin an 
academic career at 38. 

“I thought is was going to be 
tough, but it was much easier 
than I thought,” says Martin 
Allen who has a grade point 
average of 8.9. After four years 
Allen, 42, will get his honours 
BSc in economics during 
Convocation this week. He will 
start law school in the fall at 
UVtc. 

It is a remarkable contrast 
from his first impressions of 
university life in 1989. He 
recalls feeling embarrassed 
sitting in a classroom full of 
teenage students on the first day 
of his calculus class. “I felt like 
a farmhand going back to school 
to get his education.” 

He has done so well in 
economics that his professor 


suggested he publish his honours 
thesis. It investigates how family 
courts increasingly consider 
educational degrees, especially 
in cases where one spouse 
supports another through school, 
as common property in drawing 
up divorce settlements. 

Allen never intended to come 
to Victoria. He was planning to 
attend UBC because he lived 
near its campus, but UVic’s offer 
of admission came first. “By the 
time I tried to register for 
courses [at UBC], they were full 
already,” he says. 

He planned to stay at UVic 
for only one year but fell in love 
with the city and decided to sell 
his house in Vancouver to buy 
one in Victoria. 

Before he entered UVic Allen 
was a business manager with 


Sperry, a marine electronics 
company in Vancouver, which 
specializes in selling electronic 
equipment such as radars. 

Allen is from Swanage, a 
small town of 7,000 in Dorset, 
England. He studied at the 
College of Technology in South 
Hampton, England, was a radio 
officer with several oil tankers 
and cruise ships and was a 
member of the British Marine 
Navy. It’s easier to mention the 
places he hasn’t visited, Allen 
jokingly says. 

He moved to Toronto in 1976 
where he remained for two years 
working at a marine electronics 


company before being trans¬ 
ferred to Vancouver. He worked 
in the Arctic for a petroleum 
company in the early 80s. 

Allen, became interested in 
law several years ago after 
taking a commercial law course 
at Langara Community College 
in Vancouver. When he gradu¬ 
ates with his law degree he’ll be 
47. One reason he chose law was 
that “it’s not physical. It’s 
something you can go into as a 
mature person.” When asked 
what he would like to specialize 
in, he says, “How do you know 
until you go into it?”

Donna Thomas, National Chair of The UVic 
Challenge Campaign, has been named 1993 
Businesswoman of the Year by the Victoria branch 
of the Business and Professional Women’s Organi¬ 
zation. 

“We chose Donna not just because of her own 
business success, but because she also served as a 
mentor for other women,” says organization 
member Peggy McCann. “She has helped a lot of 
women along the way.” 

The Business and Professional Women’s 
Organization is an affiliate of the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Business and Professional Women’s Clubs 
which traces its roots back to 1910. 


“I’m thrilled to receive this honour,” says 
Thomas. “I’m especially pleased that it comes 
from an organization that, itself, is very supportive 
of women and their dreams and goals. I’ve been 
very lucky in that I’ve always had strong support 
throughout my life. No one achieves anything 
without help from someone else.” 

Thomas put work with her development 
company, First Victoria Investments Ltd., on hold 
when she agreed to volunteer for The UVic 
Challenge two years ago. The five-year, $25- 
million capital campaign is already more than half¬ 
way towards its goal. 


Arts and Science enrolment set 


The Faculty of Arts and Science will limit the 
enrolment of first year students again this year to 
meet the Nov. 1 target of 5,500 FTE (full-time 
equivalents) approved by the UVic Senate. While 
the Faculty size is the same as last year, increased 
student retention will result in fewer new students 
being admitted for the 1993-94 term. The target for 


new students is 1,700, down 361 from last year. 

Senate also recommended that the GPA (grade 
point average) required for British Columbia high 
school students applying for entry to UVic be 3.25, 
up slightly from last year’s GPA of 3.12. These 
recommendations will be dealt with by UVic s 
Board of Governors at their next meeting June 7. 


UVic newcomers with plenty of questions about university life 
can now get a head start on finding the answers long before 
classes start. The highly-successful First Year Students Centre is 
already open Monday to Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 4.30 p.m. in 
Counselling Services at University Centre. In its first year of 
operation during the 1993/94 term, the Centre assisted 897 
students—500 of them in the first six weeks of classes. By 
opening earlier this year, the Centre hopes to give students the 
answers they seek even before the 1993/94 term begins. 

“We expect to see students who live in Victoria as well as 
those who are attending student orientation sessions, says 
Centre co-ordinator Jan Price. “We also see families who come 
in while they’re in Victoria on holidays to check out the housing 
situation with their children.” 

In each case, the Centre promises to provide the student with 
answers to their questions, which are frequently the kind whose 
answers seem obvious to a long-time campus observer. Yet, to a 
campus newcomer, the answers are frustratingly difficult to 
obtain because first-time students don’t know who to ask. 

“Students ask us what the SUB is, they don’t know how to 
tele-reg, and they don’t know what it means to be told that 
they’re on a wait list,” says Price, listing a few examples of the 
questions brought to the Centre last year. “They don’t know that 
Cl F A and CLED are acronyms that refer to different wings in 
the same building. This is very confusing to new students.” 

Price emphasizes that the Centre is for all new students, not 
just those arriving on campus from high school, and encourages 
newcomers to make use of the Centre staff to make a smoother 
transition to campus life. Price can be reached at the Centre at

UVic Chancellor, the Hon. 
Robert Rogers, O. C., will confer 
an Honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree on Phyllis Lambert 
during the 2 p.m. convocation 
May 27. At the same ceremony, 
he’ll confer an Honorary Doctor 
of Science degree on Dr. Robert 
Stewart. 

During the 10 a.m. ceremony 
on May 28, Rogers will confer 
an Honorary Doctor of Letters 
degree on Dr. Desmond 
Conacher and at the same 
ceremony, an Honorary Doctor 
of Laws degree will be conferred 
on UVic’s former Board of 
Governors Chairman Ian 
Stewart, Q.C. In the afternoon, 
at the 2 p.m. ceremony, Honorary 
Doctor of Laws degrees will be 
conferred on Ontario Hydro 
Chair Maurice Strong and 
Douglas Wilson. 

During the 10 a.m. ceremony 
on May 29, Rogers will confer 
an Honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree on Shirley Carr, and in 
the afternoon ceremony at 2 p.m. 
Rogers will confer Honorary 
Doctor of Laws degrees on 
retired Chief Justice of Canada, 
the Right Honourable Brian 
Dickson, PC. and University of 
Calgary president Murray 
Fraser, Q.C. 

Shirley Carr is a graduate of 
Stamford Collegiate Vocational 
Institute and the Niagara College 
of Applied Arts and Technology 
School of Labour Studies. A 
native of Nova Scotia, she first 
became active in the labour 
movement in 1960 in the Cana¬ 
dian Union of Public Employees 
and has served in various 
capacities at the local, provincial 
and national levels. 

In 1974, she was successful in 
her first bid for election to the 
position of Executive Vice- 
President of the Canadian Labour 
Congress (CLC), a position she 
held until 1984 when she was 
elected to the office of Secretary- 
Treasurer. Two years later she 
made history when she became 
President of the CLC, the first 
woman in the world ever elected 
as leader of a national labour 
body. She was re-elected to that 
position two more times. As 
President of the CLC, Carr has 
travelled from Whitehall to the 
White House on peace and 
human rights missions. She was 
named an Officer of the Order of 
Canada in 1980 and was also the 
recipient of the Centennial Medal 
from the Canadian Organization 
for Rehabilitation Through 
Training for exemplary contribu¬ 
tion to vocational/technical 
education. 

Dr. Desmond Conacher was 

bom in Kingston, Ontario, 
educated in Ontario and Illinois 
and has taught classics in 
universities throughout North 
America. He received his BA

and MA from Queen’s and 
earned his PhD in Greek lan¬ 
guage and literature from the 
University of Chicago. He has 
taught at Dalhousie University in 
Halifax and the University of 
Saskatchewan, but spent the 
majority of his academic career 
at Trinity College in the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto. He was named 
Professor Emeritus of the 
University of Toronto in 1984. 

Conacher has been a visiting 
professor at Stanford, Princeton 
and the University of Texas. He 
has written four books and has 
contributed extensively to 
classics journals, primarily on 
Greek tragedy. Conacher is the 
Honorary President of the 
Classical Association of Canada. 

Right Honourable Brian 
Dickson was born in Yorkton, 
Saskatchewan and educated at 
the University of Manitoba. He 
was called to the bar in Manitoba 
in 1940 and promptly joined the 
Royal Canadian Artillery. 
Dickson returned to private law 
practice in 1945 and practised for 
nearly 20 years. He was created 
Queen’s Counsel in 1953 and 
appointed to the Court of 
Queen’s Bench of Manitoba 10 
years later. In 1967, he was 
appointed to the Manitoba Court 
of Appeal and in 1973 was 
appointed to the Supreme Court 
of Canada. He served as Chief

Justice of Canada from 1984 to 
1990. Dickson was named 
Companion in the Order of 
Canada and has been awarded 
many honours, including The 
Order of the Buffalo Hunt 
(Manitoba). 

Murray Fraser, Q.C., was 
born in Liverpool, England of 
Canadian parents but moved to 
Halifax as a child with his 
mother when war broke out 
overseas. His father was reunited 
with the family in Nova Scotia 
following the end of World War 
II. After considering a career in 
journalism, and working part- 
time as a radio announcer and 
disc jockey, Fraser graduated 
from Dalhousie Law School. He 
acquired an LLM from the 
University of London and 
practised law in Halifax before 
returning to academe, joining the 
law faculty of Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity. He returned to Dalhousie in 
1965, eventually becoming the 
law faculty’s acting dean from 
1971 to 1973. While there, 

Fraser led 12 students from law, 
medicine and social work in 
producing a federally-funded 
interdisciplinary study of child 
abuse, heightening public 
awareness of a then little-known 
social problem. From 1973 to 
1974 he was a research associate 
of the Law Reform Commission 
of Canada, contributing major 



research papers on family court 
and divorce reforms. 

In 1974, Fraser became the 
founding dean of UVic’s Faculty 
of Law. It held its first classes in 
1975 with 70 students and 9 
faculty members. Today, 24 
faculty members teach 300 
students and its alumni recently 
named the school one of the top 
law schools in Canada. Fraser 
was appointed UVic’s Vice- 
President, Academic in 1983. He 
became President of the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary in 1988 and, this 
year, was re-appointed to a 
second five-year term. 

Phyllis Lambert, Director 
and Founder of Montreal’s 
Canadian Centre for Architecture 
(CCA), graduated from Vassar 
College and later obtained her 
masters degree in architecture 
from the Illinois Institute of 
Technology in Chicago. Known 
for her contribution to contempo¬ 
rary architecture and concern for 
urban conservation, Lambert’s 
involvement in projects in both 
Canada and the United States has 
won her numerous awards. She 
was Director of Planning for 
New York’s Seagram Building, 
and her design of the Saidye 
Bronfman Centre in Montreal 
earned her the Massey Medal of 
the Royal Architectural Institute 
of Canada. 

Lambert is the founding 


President of Heritage Montreal, 
an organization devoted to the 
protection and continuing use of 
the city’s architectural heritage. 
Lambert’s involvement with the 
CCA, a museum and study centre 
devoted to the art of architecture 
and its history, has won it 
international acclaim. Among the 
awards are the Medaille de 
l’Academie d’Architecture, Paris 
and the Institute Honor Award of 
the American Institute of Archi¬ 
tects. In 1991, Lambert received 
the prestigious Gold Medal of 
the Royal Architectural Institute 
of Canada, the highest honour of 
the profession of architecture in 
the country. She is an adjunct 
professor at McGill’s School of 
Architecture and an associate 
professor in the Faculty 
d’ Am6nagement at l’Universite 
de Montreal. 

Ian Stewart, Q.C., 
was born in Hankow, China, the 
third generation of his family to 
be born in the Orient. His early 
education was interrupted when 
his family was re-located first to 
Hong Kong and then to Vancou¬ 
ver during World War II. After 
the end of the war the family re¬ 
united in Shanghai. The reunion 
was short-lived. Stewart’s 
parents were killed when a plane 
they were travelling in was 
hijacked and crashed. Stewart, 
his brother and sister were sent to 
Vancouver under the care of a 
relative. 

Stewart completed his 
education at Vancouver College 
and graduated from UBC with a 
law degree. He entered private 
law practice and became inter¬ 
ested in politics, twice running as 
a candidate for the provincial 
Liberal party. In 1966 he was 
elected to Victoria city council as 
an alderman. He left private law 
practice in 1978 to devote more 
time to consulting work and to 
invest in a fledgling automotive 
dealership which became Honda 
City. Stewart was first appointed 
to UVic’s Board of Governors in 
1976. He ultimately served as 
one of its directors for nearly 12 
years—eight of them as its Chair. 
He retired from the Board last 
year. 

Dr. Robert Stewart was bom 

in Smoky Lake, Alberta and 
earned hL BSc and MSc at 
Queen’s. His thesis topic was on 
electrical discharges in gases, 
now referred to as plasma 
physics. He earned his PhD from 
Cambridge University and, in 
1950, returned to Canada to join 
the staff of the Pacific Naval 
Laboratory of the Defence 
Research Board in Esquimalt, 
B.C., working on problems of 
underwater acoustics. Stewart 
was seconded to UBC’s Institute 
of Oceanography and Dalhousie 
University, but severed his ties 
with the Defence Research Board 
in 1961 to join UBC’s Faculty of 
Physics and Oceanography. 

His work took him to Mos¬ 
cow, Pennsylvania State Univer¬ 
sity and Cambridge, and in 1970 
Stewart was appointed the first

Message from the Dean 

Education is the key to our country's economic, social, and cultural growth. Learning and research are the two core functions 
of a post-graduate university education. Learning entails a continual expansion of our horizons as developments in technology 
enable us to delve into previously unexplored strata. Research helps us to find solutions to problems that will in some way 
enhance our lives. 

Many of the graduate students at the University of Victoria are busily engaged in research. Their activities are manifold, and 
while amply documented in the individual's curriculum vitae there has been as yet no documentation of the students' collective 
research activities. 

This first attempt at publishing in The Ring a list of graduate students' papers and publications presents an impressive overview 
of the nature of our graduate students' work and the range of topics covered by their work. Dissemination of the research results 
and exchanges of ideas with peers across the world are essential functions of this process. As is evident from the various locations 
where the papers were presented, our students have shown a remarkable degree of activity. They have spoken at national and 
international conferences, including the United States, England, France, Italy, Belgium, Switzerland, Japan, Thailand, Venezuela, 
and Belize. Their articles and book chapters have been published in leading journals of their respective disciplines as well as by 
prestigious university presses. 

Research in some disciplines, such as Particle Physics, tends toward the creation of large research teams. The OPAL collaboration 
at CERN in Geneva is such an example. Some papers that our students produce (see Rosvick, Schenk, and Steuerer below) include 
100 or more co-authors. A number of articles by students in the Social Sciences, Sciences and Engineering have been co-authored 
with faculty at this university, indicative of the supportive and collaborative intellectual environment in which graduate students 
develop their ideas. 

The list of presentations and publications in this special Ring insert is an overview of graduate students' research activities 
for the year 1992. It is based on input from the graduate advisers, and, while comprehensive, it is not complete. It is a good 
sampling, however, of the broad spectrum of research activities of our graduate students. Their work is at the cutting edge of 
knowledge. It expands the frontiers of our knowledge. Above all, it demonstrates the richness and diversity of the intellectual 
talent at this university.

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Summary of Thesis Research 

Triassic (210-240 million year old) ichthyoliths recovered 
from marine sedimentary rocks in northeastern B.C. were the 
topic of Marji Johns' Master of Science thesis which was 
recently defended at the School of Earth and Ocean Sciences 
(SEOS). Ichthyoliths are the microscopic skeletal debris of 
fishes (teeth, scales, spines, bones, etc.). In Triassic rocks, 
these ichthyoliths mainly were derived from sharks and 
primitive bony fishes. 

Studying Triassic ichthyoliths is a new undertaking. Marji 
spent many hours describing, identifying, naming, illustrat¬ 
ing, and interpreting distributions of new ichthyolith species 
so that they could be used as a geological tool to correlate 
Triassic strata. By studying ichthyoliths and other fossils, a 
more complete interpretation of the geological history of a 
region can be determined. In future, Marji hopes to continue 
her studies on ichthyoliths by looking at specimens from 
other areas and testing her proposed zonation. 

One of the highlights of Marji's program at SEOS was, she 
claimed "I had several opportunities to exploit diverse scien¬ 
tific expertise and maximize my exposure to new ideas, 
approaches and techniques”. “Interestingly, she said, I 
found that going to seminars that were different from my 
topic sparked new ideas and applications to my research . 

Marji returns to her job at the Pacific Geoscience Centre eager 
to set up a new project using microfossils in Quaternary 
coastal studies. She plans to continue interacting with stu¬ 
dents and staff at SEOS and UVIC. She encourages students to 
always be excited about their projects and to actively partici¬ 
pate in a variety of learning activities.

There was no Summer Session component to the program at the request of the students. 

It was an 18-unit degree with 6 units of Mathematics (content) courses, 9 units of Education courses and a 3-unit project related to the 
secondary mathematics curriculum. All eighteen students should successfully complete the M.Ed. program in 1993.

After 20 years in the work force 
as a technical writer, Beth 
Agnew decided to return to 
school as a single parent, to 
receive a degree in her area of 
expertise. She will be receiving 
her Bachelor of Fine Arts at the 
Fine Arts Convocation on May 
27. 

Agnew worked as a writer 
and researcher for the Armed 
Forces in Germany for eight 
years, returned to Canada and 
spent two years working in case 
management and alcoholism 
counselling at a prison near 
Chilliwack, B.C. 

She wanted a change from her 
job at the prison so she decided 
to move to Victoria with her two 
sons, where she could study 
creative writing at UVic. 

She spent five years in the 
Creative Writing Co-op program, 
and feels that she was lucky to 
take many interesting fine arts 
courses that have prepared her 
for a career as a technical and 
creative writer. 

One fine arts course which 
left a good impression on Agnew 
was Theatre 180. 

“My theatre class, in particu¬ 


lar, really helped my self-esteem, 
which at that time was shot,” she 
says. “I really learned how to 
come out of myself and feel good 
about myself.” 

Getting her degree was no 
small task, juggling time with her 
studies, her two sons, and various 
freelances contracts, but it was 
certainly not in vain. 

Five years and four interesting 
work terms later, Agnew has a 
permanent full-time position as 
research editor at Sanctuary 
Woods Multimedia Corporation, 
where she has been involved in a 
wide range of creative projects, 
including lyric writing and the re¬ 
writing of Oscar Wilde’s Selfish 
Giant. 

“It’s very unusual to get a job 
in your field of study,” Agnew 
says. “It’s also very exciting.” 

She has not only found work 
in her field, but finds that she is 
even turning down job offers. 
Before she came to Sanctuary 
Woods, she spent an entrepre¬ 
neurial work term doing technical 
writing contracts. She says that 
while it took time to build up 
contacts, she built up a momen¬ 
tum and now she’s still in de¬ 
mand. 


“After years of scrambling for 
student loans, I have to take a 
deep breath when turning down 
work,” she says. 

Her education at UVic has 
been continuous, although a year 
ago, only five or six courses 
short of graduating, she was 
worried because “she couldn’t 
afford to continue and couldn’t 
afford to quit.” 

Luckily, the Alumni Associa¬

Director and given the responsi¬ 
bility for bringing together a 
new organization for the study 
of hydrography and oceanogra¬ 
phy on the West Coast of 
Canada and in the western 
Arctic. This organization 
became the Institute of Ocean 
Sciences at Patricia Bay on 
Vancouver Island. Stewart was 
later appointed to senior posi¬ 
tions within the provincial 
government of B.C. before 
becoming President of the 
Alberta Research Council in 
1984. Three years later he 
returned to B.C. to become the 
Interim Director of UVic’s new 
Centre for Earth and Ocean 
Research. He is currently an 
adjunct professor with the 
Centre and the School of Earth 
and Ocean Sciences. 

Maurice Strong, Chairman 
and Chief Executive Officer of 
Ontario Hydro, North America’s 
largest utility, is also Special 
Advisor to the Administrator of 
the United Nations Development 
Programme. Throughout his 
career, Strong has moved easily 
between Canada’s private and 
public sectors. In 1966, after 18 
years in industry, he left his 
position as President of Power 
Corporation of Canada to 
become head of Canada’s 
External Aid Office, administer¬ 
ing international development 
assistance programs. When this 
organization expanded to become 
the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA), he 
became its President until 1970. 

Strong served as the Secre¬ 
tary-General of the United 
Nations Conference on the 
Human Environment from 1970 
to 1972 and subsequently 
became the first Executive 
Director of the United Nations 
Environment Programme 
(UNEP) in Nairobi, Kenya. He 
was then appointed President, 
Chairman and Chief Executive 
Officer of Canada’s national oil 
company, Petro-Canada. During 
1985 and 1986, he served as 
Under-Secretary-General of the 
United Nations and Executive 
Co-ordinator of the UN’s Office 
for Emergency Operations in 
Africa. Strong was Secretary- 
General of the 1992 UN Confer¬ 
ence on Environment and 
Development commonly known 
as the Earth Summit. 

Douglas Wilson, whose 
father was a major chief at 
Skidegate village, is a member 
of the Haida nation. A well- 
known Haida argelite carver, 
Wilson has worked as a social 
worker and a program consult¬ 
ant in the field of addictions 
counselling. In 1989, he took on a 
broader role as the Co-ordinator, 
later Director, of Native Health 
Services in the Ministry of Health 
with a mandate to consider health 
issues, health care support 
systems and means of improving 
the health status of Aboriginal 
people. As an artist, he has 
written books on argelite carving 
and created many well-known 
sculptures, jewelry pieces and 
prints.

It’s a long way from Ethiopia to 
the UVic convocation stage, but 
that’s the journey taken by _____ 
_____, who will receive his BSc 
in Health Information Science 
during afternoon ceremonies on 
May 29. 

Redda completed his high 
school education in Eritrea but 
had to move to another Ethiopian 
province for his three years’ 
college education in public 
health. He received an advanced 
diploma in public health from 
Public Health College and 
Training Center, a branch of 
what is now the University of 
Addis Ababa. 

From 1971 to 1974 Redda 
workd for the Ethiopian Ministry 
of Health and the World Health 
Organization branch office at 
Addis Ababa. While conducting 
a smallpox eradication program 
in the field, he received a 
warning that his freedom—and 
possibly his life—would be in 
danger if he returned to his home 
in the city. 

Redda was in danger because 
he was an Eritrean. Now an 
independent country, Eritrea was, 
at that time, embroiled in a 
protracted war to free itself from 
Ethiopian rule. Despite the fact 
that he was working for the 
Ethiopian government, Redda, 
like all Eritreans at the time, was 
suspected of supporting the 
liberation movement. 

“In 1974, most of Eritrea had 
been liberated, and the liberation 
forces were nearing Asmara, the 
capital of Eritrea. The Ethiopi¬ 
ans, in response, started a 
campaign against all Eritreans. 
Some of my friends were 
detained, and some were killed,”

Redda explains. “So, when I 
received this warning, I had to 
leave Ethiopia immediately and 
cross into the Sudan.” 

Redda worked in the Sudan as 
a public health inspector for 
foreign humanitarian organiza¬ 
tions and the UNHCR (United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees), which were providing 
health care services in the 
refugee camps. 

Ten years later, Redda, his 
wife and daughter arrived in 
Victoria from the Sudan. The 
mid- 80s was a hard time to be 
looking for work in Victoria. 
Years of attempting to have his 
Ethiopian public health certifica¬ 
tion accepted here were fruitless, 
and he was able to receive only 
one transfer credit for his degree 
work at the University of Addis 
Ababa. Finally, after taking a 
course at Camosun College, 
Redda was able to find work as a 
nurse’s aide with the Juan de 
Fuca Hospital Society. 

He looked into UVic degree 


programs in the health field and 
decided to enrol in the Health 
Information Science program. 
Then, on a hot summer’s day in 
1988, his family’s house burned 
down. 

“In my late 30s I had to start 
all over again. I had been forced 
to leave my country. I was 
unable to practice my profession. 
I had a family to support. Our 
house had burned down, and we 
had no insurance,” he recalls. It 
was a low point at which others 
might have given up. “But I still 
had the courage and the motiva¬ 
tion to struggle to get ahead,” 
Redda says. 

“We received considerable 
support from friends, church 
organizations, the Intercultural 
Association, the hospital I 
worked for, and the community 
at large,” Redda explains. “We 
are extremely grateful to those 
who supported us during that 
crisis.” 

With the help of a student 
loan, Redda was able to begin 
classes in the School of Health 
Information Science that Sep¬ 
tember. 

“The Health Information 
Science program gave me an 
opportunity to diversify profes¬ 
sionally,” he points out. Redda 
likens the role of information in 
organizations to that of life blood 
in living organisms. Blood 
provides tissues with food and 
oxygen, he explains, while 
information provides decision 
makers with facts upon which to 
base forecasts and policies. 
“When I was working in 
Ethiopia and the Sudan in public 
health program planning, I didn’t 
have adequate information to do 


the best job possible,” Redda 
says. 

Redda has served three work 
terms with the Ministry of Health 
conducting research and identify¬ 
ing health information needed to 
plan, implement and evaluate 
programs. He was also engaged 
in research projects to help 
formulate policies, including 
developing health status indica¬ 
tors and community health 
profiles as well as working in 
systems analysis. 

“It has been really enjoyable 
being at UVic,” he says. “All the 
professors—those in the School 
and those in other faculties I 
have worked with—have been 
great. My wife and daughter had 
to put up with a lot—all of the 
time I had to devote to studies— 
but they were behind me all the 
way.” 

Now a Canadian citizen and a 
UVic degree holder, Redda has 
applied for a number of positions 
in health care and related fields, 
and he looks forward to working 
in such areas beginning at the 
research officer level. 

It’s been a long struggle for 
Redda to reach this point, but he 
hopes that his story of success 
can encourage others. “Being 
forced to leave one’s country is 
something that you can’t really 
understand unless it has hap¬ 
pened to you. No matter who you 
were, you now have no country 
and sometimes you are treated 
like you are nothing. In your new 
country, you will find some 
barriers, and it isn’t easy to 
integrate. Some people give up 
and stay in low paying jobs. 

Some decide to struggle and 
make it again. If I can make it, so 
can others.”

New book offers help 
when cultures collide

At its regular meeting on May 5, 
Senate approved a PhD program 
in Theatre History for UVic and 
gave formal approval to the 
UVic Centre on Aging. Also, 
Senate heard from its planning 
committee that a proposal for a 
School of Optometry at UVic is 
being prepared. 

The Department of Theatre 
will begin its PhD program in 
Theatre History next fall. To 
date only the University of 
Toronto, York University and 
UBC offer a PhD in Theatre 
History. The proposal for the 
program noted that there has 
been an increase in student 
demand for this program. It also 
stated that the Department has 
been accepting PhD students by 
special arrangement since 1984. 
Currently, there are six PhD

Carpooling

Wouldn’t it be nice to have your 
own parking space when you 
drive to campus every morning 
and still be considered environ¬ 
mentally friendly? 

Last fall Traffic and Security 
tried to do just that by introduc¬ 
ing the Easy Rider Carpooling 
Program and a computer pro¬ 
gram that kept a list of potential 
names and numbers carpoolers 
could contact. Response to the 
program has been somewhat 
slow; so far, only four groups 
have been participating in the 
program to help reduce noise and 
air pollution. 

“Like anything, it’s a slow 
upstart,” parking co-ordinator 
Bill Johnston says. Drivers who 
decide to participate in 
carpooling at UVic must fill out a 
form giving their address, 
telephone number, the times 
available and other preferences 
like musical tastes. The informa¬ 
tion, which remains confidential, 
is then entered into the Easy 
Rider computer program at 
Traffic and Safety which tries to 
match riders based on their 
postal codes. Each rider is given 


students in the Department. The 
Department has been offering 
students an MA program for the 
past 20 years. 

Senate approved the Centre 
on Aging under UVic’s Guide¬ 
lines for the Establishment and 
Approval of Centres for the 
period ending April 30, 1998. 

The Centre was approved in 
principle in 1989 and has been 
operational since Director Dr. 
Neena Chappell (Sociology) was 
appointed last September. The 
proposal to Senate said that the 
Centre will conduct, promote and 
support research in aging as well 
as publish and disseminate 
information on aging. Members 
of the provincial and municipal 
governments, the community and 
the University will collaborate on 
gerontological research. In an 
aging society the need for this 


McLaren is receiving the 
award for his work, Our Own 
Master Race: Eugenics in 
Canada, 1885-1945. Hailed as a 
landmark book, it examines the 
pervasiveness in Canada of the 
eugenic notion of “race better¬ 
ment” and demonstrates that 
many Canadians believed that 
radical measures were justified to 
protect the community from the 
“degenerate.” 

In explaining why biological 
solutions were sought for social 
problems, McLaren provides a 
provocative reappraisal of the 
ideas and activities of a genera- 


the names and numbers of 
potential riders to contact. After 
that, it’s up to the individuals to 
start their carpool group. A 
minimum of three riders is 
required for one carpool group. 

Currently, faculty and staff 
who carpool pay $101.50 for a 
general reserve permit and 
students pay $58 for a general 
parking permit, the same prices 
non-carpoolers pay. 

Johnston hopes plans to 
reduce the price of carpool 
permits will entice more stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff to use it 
next fall. These permits look like 
regular permits purchased at 
Traffic and Security but they are 
laminated so that carpoolers 
could circulate between cars 
depending on which one is 
designated for parking at UVic. 

“It saves you from having to 
search for a car space,” Johnston 
says. Each carpool would have 
its own guaranteed parking 
space. 

On a campus with 4,905 
parking spaces, four parking 
spaces in Lot 2 and one in Lot 6 
are allocated for carpool parking. 
Johnston says more spaces will 


Centre is immediate and long¬ 
term. The research will help 
seniors, their families, health 
care providers and the govern¬ 
ment on issues relating to aging. 

Senate was informed by its 
Planning Committee that a 
working group of optometrists 
and the University are preparing 
a proposal to establish a School 
of Optometry at UVic.

be made available as demand 
increases. 

The carpool concept began at 
UVic in the early '80s due to a 
parking crunch. “It’s always been 
available, but it wasn’t actively 
sought, particularly until now,” 
Johnston says. 

The program does have its 
shortcomings: sometimes, it 
matches people who don’t even 
live nearby. There are currently 
31 faculty and staff on the 
program who have no matches to 
start a carpool. 

For students like Nicole 
Ardiel, the carpooling program 
has worked well. She and three 
friends—who were the first ones 
to join the program—decided to 
carpool because they lived near 
each other and were attending 
the same classes. “It really 
worked out. It seemed so logical 
to do it.” 

The only problem the second- 
year Creative Writing and 
English student had was other 
cars neglecting the rules and 
parking in her reserved spot, 
which, ironically, wouldn’t have 
occurred if they were on the 
program themselves.

The result of over 100 interviews 
with members of five of the 
Lower Mainland’s ethnic groups 
has produced a book which 
summarizes the issues important 
in resolving disputes that may 
involve or arise from cultural 
differences. Conflict and Culture: 
Research in Five Communities in 
Vancouver ; British Columbia is a 
companion publication to last 
year’s Conflict and Culture: A 
Literature Review and Bibliogra¬ 
phy, both produced by the UVic 
Institute for Dispute Resolution. 

The latest Conflict and 
Culture produces a wealth of 
information about approaching 
conflict resolution within a 
cultural mosaic that is shifting 
away from Canada’s traditional 
European roots. The book’s 
researchers conducted their 
interviews with members of 
Chinese, Latin American, Polish, 
South Asian and Vietnamese 
communities. The participants 
discussed their various cultural 
backgrounds, their reasons for 
emigrating, their traditional 
methods of conflict resolution 
and the issues that create conflict 
in their current lives. 


UVic is using $360,000 in 
provincial government funding 
to address identified pay inequi¬ 
ties among women at the Univer¬ 
sity. The funding, provided by 
the Ministry of Advanced 
Education, Training and Technol¬ 
ogy, is being used to supplement 
the pay of those in positions 
identified as being lowest paid 
and female dominated. 

Since April 1,1993, those in 
positions which fall into the 
above categories have received 
an increase in their hourly wages, 
ranging from 140 to 410 an hour. 
Largest increases in pay go to 
those in lowest-paid positions, 
and include retroactive payments 
for the 1992-93 fiscal year. The 
retroactive pay will be included 
on the May month-end payroll. 


“The North American media¬ 
tion model most commonly used 
in community settings has an 
inherent cultural bias,” says the 
book’s author Michelle LeBaron 
Duryea. “This bias makes 
assumptions about the desirabil¬ 
ity of confrontation and direct 
action to resolve conflicts. If 
these assumptions seem ‘wrong’ 
to disputants, then the model is 
less likely to serve them effec¬ 
tively.” 

In some cultures, for exam¬ 
ple, saving face and creating 
harmony is more valued than 
confronting conflict through 
mediation. In that case, a re¬ 
spected community elder, who is 
familiar with the parties and the 
issue, is more likely to resolve 
the conflict than an impartial 
third party. 

Funding for the publication 
was obtained from the Donner 
Canadian Foundation, the Law 
Foundation of B.C. and 
Multiculturalism and Citizenship 
Canada. The book is $14.95 
(Canadian) plus GST and $5.00 
postage in Canada.

The Ministry of Advanced 
Education, Training and Technol¬ 
ogy wrote to compliment the 
University of Victoria and its 
employee groups for their spirit 
of co-operation and determina¬ 
tion in working to help achieve 
ministry goals. 

It commended UVic’s 
management and staff support 
group personnel “for reaching 
consensus on this issue, and for 
developing a proposal which 
should assist in furthering the 
Government’s goal of eliminat¬ 
ing the pay inequities which 
negatively affect women.” 

An additional $240,000 has 
been made available for 1993-94 
and the Ministry has confirmed 
that funding will continue in 
future years.

Her thesis concerns the 
determining of psychosocial 
effects upon residents who live 
near three solid waste facilities in 
southern Ontario: the solid waste 
reduction unit (SWARU) in 
Hamilton; the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Regional landfill site 
in Glanbrook; and the Halton 
Regional Landfill in the Town of 
Milton—recently approved by 
the Ontario Supreme Court in the 
face of an appeal against it by a 
local residents’ group. 

Elliott’s thesis was funded by 
the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment “as part of an on¬ 
going research program designed 
to determine the effects of 
exposure to environmental 
contaminants on human health 
and well-being, and to develop 
strategies to reduce their adverse 
effects.” 

“It is very difficult to docu¬ 
ment actual exposure to environ-

mental contamination,” says 
Elliott. Her thesis concerns the 
psychosocial impacts on people 
living near solid waste facilities. 
“If people perceive themselves 
to be impacted, the impacts will 
be real,” she says. 

The concerns reported by 
residents near the three sites 
indicate the “need to carefully 
consider the specifics of the 
local situation in any effort to 
address and alleviate community 
concerns,” states Elliott’s thesis. 
“Strategies aimed to address and 
alleviate psychosocial effects 
need to be specific to the 
characteristics of the populations 
in particular situations.” 

Eight theses from across 
North America were nominated 
for the prize named after Jacques 
May, a major contributor to the 
field of medical geography. 
Elliott’s thesis was selected by a 
peer review process conducted 
by senior academics, organized 
through Rutgers University. Her 
award was acknowledged in 
April at the Annual Meeting of 
the Association of American 
Geographers in Atlanta, Georgia.

An agreement of cooperation 
between the University of 
Victoria and the Victoria Com¬ 
monwealth Games Society 
(VCGS) has been signed by 
UVic President David Strong and 
VCGS President George Heller. 
The understanding represents a 
major step forward in preparation 
for the 1994 Victoria Common¬ 
wealth Games. 

The document, known as a 
Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU), is a preliminary under¬ 
standing designed to precede a 
more detailed master agreement 
and additional sub-agreements 
for specific venues. The MOU 
was developed to express the 
spirit of co-operation between 
UVic and the Victoria Common¬ 
wealth Games Society. 

President David Strong is 
confident the MOU will lead to a 
closer relationship between UVic 
and the VCGS as they continue 
to work together to plan for the 
Games. 

“With less than 16 months to 
go before the games begin, I 
believe this is a significant step 
for both organizations,” says 
Strong. “The University is fully 
committed to playing a signifi¬ 
cant role in the success of the 
Commonwealth Games.” 

The MOU was negotiated by 
Brian Tinker, UVic Common¬ 
wealth Games Consultant, hired 
by the University to co-ordinate 
relations with the VCGS. Tinker, 
formerly Vice-president Finances 
and Services at the University of 
Calgary, played a major role in 
that University’s involvement in 
the 1988 Calgary Olympic 
Games. 

“We have been working on 
this agreement for some time 
now,” says Tinker. “Essentially it 
represents a statement of pur¬ 
pose. It’s an understanding of 
which facilities will be needed 
and when. As for the fine-tuning,

the rest is yet to come.” 

According to Tinker, the 
major issues involving facilities’ 
use and duration are largely 
settled, and substantial change is 
not expected. However it is 
recognized that as time passes it 
is likely there will be unantici¬ 
pated areas requiring negotiation. 
The MOU is intended to provide 
a quick means of resolving any 
disagreement which may arise. 

“It isn’t possible to anticipate 
all the issues which might come 
up,” says Tinker, “but the Memo 
of Understanding provides us 
with the basic principles to help 
guide our decisions. This is not 
an agreement between adversar¬ 
ies; it is an agreement between 
partners.” 

The MOU is divided into 14 
sections covering topics as 
diverse as security, sponsorship 
and insurance. Tinker believes 
the most important topics are 
those relating to principles and 
administration—each of which 
are broken into several smaller 
sections. 

Regarding principles, the 
agreement addresses issues such 
as quality and standards, finan¬ 
cial matters, planning, and 
consultation. It ensures that both 
parties will seek the highest of 
production standards as both 
UVic and the Commonwealth 
Games look to enhance their 
international reputations. 

The agreement also stipulates 
that UVic “shall not be made to 
suffer financially from the 
staging of a portion of the Games 
at UVic.” Also acknowledged in 
the MOU is UVic’s primary 
purpose as an institution of 
teaching, research and commu¬ 
nity service, and the “need to 
protect the integrity of its 
academic functions while 
participating in the Games.” 

Tinker will continue to 
negotiate with the Victoria 
Commonwealth Games Society 
over details rising out of the 
Memo of Understanding. “This 
is not a final, detailed agree¬ 
ment,” emphasizes Tinker. 

“We’ve laid down the ground 
rules and now look forward to 
establishing what exactly is 
needed to ensure that both 
parties’ objectives are met.” 

Between Aug. 18 to 28, the 
opening and closing dates for the 
1994 Commonwealth Games, 

UVic will become a key venue 
for events and activities. The 
campus will host the Athletes 
Village, track & field events, 
badminton events, various 
cultural and entertainment 
activities, and will be the site for 
the opening and closing ceremo¬ 
nies. 

UVic presently has 10 task 
forces in place to handle many of 
the operational issues being 
raised. The task forces are 
responsible for advising indi¬ 
vidual directors and managers on 
matters including academic 
implications, parking and traffic, 
communications and systems, 
and village operations. These 
task forces work closely with 
counterparts at the VCGS. 


Remember 
When... 

Vikes basketball 
had 15 guards 
and no coach 

Thirty years ago, Victoria 
College became the University 
of Victoria but, in 1963, the 
McKinnon Gymnasium was a 
dream. The majority of athletic 
events took place in the old 
gymnasium adjacent to the 
tennis courts and on soccer, 
rugby and grass hockey pitches 
which occupied the present 
McKinnon parking lot. 

An early edition of the 1965 
Martlet highlighted a new 
structure for athletics with the 
formation of separate extramu¬ 
ral and intramural councils. The 
Athletic Board was headed by 
Men’s Athletic Director Randy 
Smith and Assistant Athletic 
Director (Women’s Sport) Mary 
Pearson. They were both 
students and elected by mem¬ 
bers of the Athletic Board. 

Sports clubs such as judo, 
gymnastics, curling, golf and 
badminton flourished, as did 
intramurals. The new Univer¬ 
sity fielded teams in men’s and 
women’s grass hockey, soccer 
(two men’s teams), women’s 
basketball, waterpolo, men’s ice 
hockey, men’s volleyball and 
swimming (men’s and women’s 
teams.) Conspicuous by its 
absence was men’s basketball 
which died after two practices 
with 15 guards, one forward 
and no coach. The question 
around town and on campus 
was why did seven university 
students chose to play for the 
Chinooks (a junior basketball 
club) as opposed to the Univer¬ 
sity team. 

The largest expenditure of 
the year involved the purchase 
of new uniforms for rugby, 
soccer, grass hockey and ice 
hockey teams for the sum of 
$400. 

Most competition occurred 
on Vancouver Island against 
teams from the James Bay 
Athletic Association, the Navy, 
Esquimalt, Cowichan and 
Nanaimo. There was, on 
occasion, excursions to Vancou¬ 
ver or Corvallis, Oregon, but 
these were the exceptions as 
opposed to the rule. The men’s 
volleyball team placed 6th at 
the Canadian Championship in 
Winnipeg. 

Thirty years later, the trophy 
case that held a few dusty 
trophies of past glories in the 
old gym is gone. The building 
is gone too (it’s now an outdoor 
basketball court behind the 
National Coaching Institute) 
but built on past memories of 
those old glories is the 
McKinnon Gym and one of the 
finest athletic and recreation 
programs in the country. No 
fewer than 24 red national 
championship banners grace 
McKinnon’s walls and UVic’s 
tradition of excellence in 
athletics is envied by CIAU 
institutions across Canada.

Women in science 


Women scientists are making 
pioneering contributions to 
knowledge, yet the number of 
female students pursuing careers 
in most scientific disciplines lags 
far behind the number of males. 
The conjunction of two visiting 
speakers during the first week of 
June will bring this stark contrast 
front and centre. 

On June 2 at 8 p.m. in Univer¬ 
sity Centre Auditorium, Profes¬ 
sor Margaret Geller of Harvard 
University will deliver a free 
public lecture on her ground¬ 
breaking work in charting the 
universe. Her lecture, entitled 
“Mapping the Universe: So 
Many Galaxies, So Little Time,” 
will draw upon the findings of 
her pioneering research group, 
which has produced stunning 
three-dimensional astronomical 
maps revealing intricate patterns 
that challenge our assumptions of 
the structure of the universe. As 
part of her presentation, Geller, 
who is also Senior Scientist at 
the Harvard-Smithsonian Center 
for Astrophysics, will screen a 
new film, including sophisticated 
computer graphics, that contrasts 
the warm, human side of science 
with the grandeur of recent 
discoveries about the universe. 
She is known for her gift of 
making complex scientific 
concepts understandable to non¬ 
scientists and is a frequent guest 
on the “Nova” television series. 

On June 4 at 8 p.m. in Begbie 
159, author and educator Sheila 
Tobias will deliver a free public 
lecture entitled “The ‘Problem’ 
of Women in Science: Why Is it 
So Hard To Convince People 
There Is One?” Bringing to her 
analysis many years of work in 
women’s studies and in the study 
of science learning and recruit¬ 
ment, Tobias will examine the 
problem of women in science as 
the collision of two ideologies. A 
dynamic and provocative 
speaker, Tobias has written
